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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 2-35 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In line 1: "A female" should be changed to - The female --. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-11, 15, 16, 25, 34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Grant et al. (4466684). 

Grant (Figures 1-5) shows a female connector assembly having a base part with 
a plurality of conductor channels 14 with a longitudinal axis, a first end and a second 
end for receiving a plurality of bent resilient conductors 16, each having a first portion 32 
and a second portion 54 joined by a bent ( third) portion 38.1 , 38.2 which exerts a 
biasing force to a rod-shaped conductor of a mating male connector. The two portions 
are perpendicular to each other and the second portion 54 is displaceable in a track 
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perpendicular to the channels on a surface of the base part. The track has a semi- 
circular portion and encircles a part of the second portion. The connector has top part 
fixed (integral) to a base part. The base part has a track (recess) for portion 56 of the 
conductors 16. The track is limited to limit movement of the second portion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 12-14, 17-24, 26-31 and 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Grant et al. (4466684). 

Grant shows all the features of these claims except a recess in the channels, a flexible 
sealing membrane, a specific volume (size) of the connector and materials of the 
resilient conductor and the base part. Official notice is given these features are well 
known in the art of electrical connectors and widely used. It would have been obvious 
to provide these features for their intended purposes because these would involve only 
routine skill in the art. 

Conclusion
